tion de jure of the Russian soviet 
government is received "with great- 
est satisfaction" says the reply from 
Moscow, and the soviet, in line with 
the 
French 
suggestion, 
will send 


delegates to Pans "for friendly solu- 
tion" of the problems at issue be- 
tween the two countries. 


The texts of the French note and 


the soviet reply, as given out official- 
ly, read: 
"Following the ministerial declara- 


tion of June 17, 1924. and your com- 
munication of July 19 last, the gov- 
ernment of the republic.^ faithful to 
the friendship which united the Rus- 
sian and French peoples, recognises 
de jure from this date "the govern- 
ment of the Union of Soviet socialist 
republics as the government of the 
territories of the former Russian em- 
pire where its authority is accepted 
by the inhabitants, and in these ter- 
ritories as successor to the preceding 
Russian governments. 
Consequently 


it is ready at once to establish regu- 
lar diplomatic relations with the gov- 
ernment of the union by the recipro 
cal appointment of ambassadors 


"In notifying you of this recogni- 


tion, which cannot affect any engage- 
ment entered into or treaties signed 
by France, the government of the re- 
public believes in the possibility of a 
general agreement between our two 
countries, of which the resumption of 
diplomatic relations is a pieface. 


"I nthis respect it wishes it to be 


understood that it expressly reserves 
the rights of French c'tizens acquired 
under obligations contracted by Rus- 
sia or its dependents under anterior 
rgeimes, obligations -the
